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DISTIRCT COUNCILLORS REPORT 


The County Structure Plan has naturally been discussed uy the planning 
committee in some depth and will be discussed by full council at a 
special meeting on October 23rd. 


The existing Good kule and Government Kyelaws expire at the end of this 
year and at the last General Purposes Committee meeting possible amend- 
ments were discussed. The Byelaws cover a wide variety of issues to 
do with good neighbourly ccnduct and particularly pertinent to the 
villege is the item referring to dogs fouling fcootways end grass 
verges. The byelaw states 1. No person in charge of a dog shall 

allov the dog to foul a footway or grass verge (being a footway or 
grass verge to which this byelaw applies) by depositing its excrement 
thereon. Provided that in proceedings for an offence against vhis 
byelaw it shall be a defence for the person charged to prove that he 
took all reasonable precautions and exercised all due diligence to 
avoid the commission of the offence. 2. The byelaw applies to: 

a) The footpath of any highway or any public plece and b) A grass 
verge which is not more than three metres wide and is i) adjacent to 
the carriageway or footpath of a highway; and ii) managed by 2 local 
authority and maintained in good order. 3. For the purposes of this 
byelaw the owner of the dog shall be deemed in charge thereor, unless 
the court is satisfied that at the time when the dog fouled the foot- 
path or grass verge it hed been placed in or taken into the charge of 
some other person. 


A person found guilty of offending against any of the byelaws is 
liable to a fine not exceeding £50.
